Seeing that it was almost upon 
him, 
he attem pted to back off the 
track, 
but it was too late 
The horse 
was 
struck ami badly hurt. The shafts 
of 
the vehicle w*ere broken and Mr. Ston­ 
er thrown from the team, 
sustaining 
bad bruises but no broken bones. The 
Eyler boy jumped and ran for all

An act of assembly 
approved 
by 
Governor Brumbaugh May ii positive­ 
ly forbids any person to have paper 
balloons in his or her possession for 
any purpose whatever after the date 
mentioned. 
Violation 
of 
this 
law 
means a fine not exceeding $200 
and 
imprisonment for fit) days. 
For a long time 
there 
has 
l>een 
complaint that the balloons sent 
up 
by thousands each Fourth of July are 
responsible for many disastrous fires. 
Cotton soaked with alcohol or 
other 
inflammable liquid is the means of in­ 
flation ami when the floaters 
alight 
with the alcohol still 
burning 
there 
is a fire if anything burnable 
comes 
in contact with the blaze.

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When Trees Begin to Show S ig n s of 
Starvation N othing Is Better Than 
Application of Manure. 


A great many farm orchards have 
been left iii to d for many years and 
are in sod at the pre..out time. Many 
are cultivated each year ai d the crop 
taken off the land, says 
F a r m e r ’s 
Guide. 
In most cases no effort has 
been made to keep up the fertility of 
the soil. 
Apples are aa profitable as 
any crop grown on the / a r m . 
lf the 
trees arc not taken care of, a fanner 
has no reason to expect that they will 
givo good > ie His. 
You do not expect 
hogs and cattle to thrive without reg­ 
ular feed, and just as truly the trees 
will fail if you starve them. 
The only 
difference is, that because of a store 
of food in tho earth, tries will live a 
long time between f* * ds. 
Tills is so 
true that young trees growing on rich 
land need no feed un ii after the fruit­ 
ing years begin. 
Hut after a tree has 
borne three or four crops, it will be 
much less vigorous. The h aves will be 
smaller and vt a lighter color, and 
they will be noticed to drop quite 
early in the full 
The leaders will 
make but slow grow Ii. perhaps none 
at all, where a few* years earlier they 
extended ten or twelve inches a year. 
The difference will be noticed in the 
size of the apples, for they will be 
small and imperfect. 
Ail fliest, changes are danger sig­ 
nals. 
Your trees arc feeling the ex­ 
haustion of starvation. 
The remedy 
is manuring, and nothing is so cheap 
as the barnyard manure for it contains 
matter which the soil needs to restore 
its primitive condition. 
Do not feed 
in a half hearted wa>. for when a tree 
feeds only once iii • iglu or ten years 
It needs a good big feed. 
Manure ap­ 
plied at the rate of 15 to L’O loads per 
acre is none too heavy.
